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'Cockeyed' Education Can Endanger Schools 


Here we find ourselves in the midst of a 
readjustment period, called by most peo­ 
ple a "‘recession", but the spenderbund 
groups over the country, of both major 
political parties, are shouting for greater 
and greater federal and state spendi n g. 
They do not seem to recognize that the 
wild spending during and since World 
War II brought on most of this trouble. 
They know only one song — “spend, spend 
and spend” regardless of dangers in 
heavier debt and deficit financing. 
John T. Flynn, noted author, lecturer 
and commentator, has come forth with a 
statement that, of the spending groups the 
most vociferous are those that keep call­ 
ing for more spending by government on 
education. ' 
Flynn declares in a statement he wrote, 
that the people who compose the groups 
raising their voices for more and m o r e 
spending are ‘‘like the drunkard who 
knows the more he drinks the worse his 
hangover is going to be — but he keeps 
on drinking anyway” . 
The ills that beset American p u b l i c 
school education at this time will not be 
cured by the federal government, or state 
governments, scattering billions of dol­ 
lars of the taxpayers’ money here and 
there. There will have to be s o m e re­ 
forms within the schools themselves in­ 
cluding some ideas on economy. 
However, since this is an election year, 
many office seekers-, including congress­ 
men, and numerous politicians, are pe­ 
culiarly susceptible to the lobbying of the 
National Education Association, which 
presumes to speak for the nearly million 
•chool teachers of the United States, ac­ 
cording to Flynn’s declaration. 
He further asserts: 
“Having nearly wfrecked American pub­ 
lic education with its “modern” gimmicks 
of teaching kids “life adjustment” instead 
of basic subjects, NEA now sees an op­ 
portunity to put over its pet idea of feder­ 
al aid to education — and in the process 
deliver the public school systems of the 
states into the hands of the federal bureau­ 
crats in Washington. 
“ It is obvious that NEA — or rather, its 
leaders—have learned nothing about what' 


is wrong with our public schools. A recent 
issue of its monthly journal carried a 
glowing article about a new school in 
Maryland—full of “progressive” or “mod­ 
ern” teaching. Listen to this: “A group 
may see such special demonstrations as 
the one on the art of weaving used to en­ 
rich the study of ‘Silas M arner,’ or hear a 
talk on insects by the local exterminator.” 
The kids may not be able to read ‘Silas 
M arner,’ but they’ll watch a weaving 
demonstration. They may not be able to 
add or subtract, or have a sound under­ 
standing of the basis of plant, animal and 
human life from the study of biology, but 
they’ll learn about bugs from the local ex­ 
terminator! 
“ Despite all we have heard about t h e 
lack of sound educational courses in our 
schools, the “modern” educationists con­ 
tinue on their m erry way. Another Mary­ 
land school proclaims proudly that it has 
the only dry - cleaning course in the coun­ 
ty system. A California high school has 
started a course for junior and seni o r 
high school boys called—believe it or not 
—bachelor living. Another California high 
school gives academic credits to “stu­ 
dents” for carrying bundles out of super­ 
markets. A junior high school in N e w 
York is giving a course on how to talk on 
the telephone and how to choose television 
programs. 
“Is it any wonder that a university pro­ 
fessor in Indiana who gave his students 
an unexpected history test, came up with 
some very strange results? He gave the 
test to 90 students. Only eight out of the 
90 knew what the Bill of Rights is. Eighty- 
six of therti could not define a right-to- 
work law. Only 15 out of the 90 came any­ 
where close to guessing the population of 
the United States. And w-hen he asked 
them the amount of the national debt, the 
answers ranged all the way from one mil­ 
lion dollars to five hundred billion. 
“The federal government could spend 
an amount equal to the entire national 
debt of two hundred and eighty billion dol­ 
lars on the public schools, and we wouldn’t 
be any better off than we are now so far 
as the true education of our youngsters is 
concerned.”

The United Stales Steel Hour 
bas recently been using its com­ 
mercial tune to explain wjiat it 
la and bow it does business ard if 
we are to have good plays inter­

•bout beer or cigarettes or bras 
The subject m atter of U. S. 
Steel’s “ Report to the Public” is 
very instructive. We pay 7 * 
tents a pound on the average for 
carbon and alloy steel. So that 
mounts up to about 4 billion dol­ 
lars a 'e a r and looks very big. 
Of each dollar, 42* a cents gees 
lo wages and salaries. Of the re 
Blaming 57 
cents, 30 cents went

1-2 per cent per year since 1940 
but prices only went up 5-a* per 
cent. 
The rest of the commercial ex­ 
plains how a company manipul­ 
ates to avoid being out-priced in 
the market. But the commercial 
I liked best when I heard it r.as 
the one on obsolescence. 
Here is a machine, one ma­ 
chine that cost IO million dollars. 
That is why some industrial op­ 
erations 
cannot be 
done on a 
small scale, lf a steel company 
owns five open hearth furnaces, 
they might have cost 50 million 
dollars, 25 years ago. The govern­ 
ment permits the company to 
take off part of cost each year, 
so that when the ma bin 
wears 
out, it can be replaced. 
Bu' at today’s prices that m a­ 
chine costs 45 millions. So where 
does a company get the money 
to make up the difference be­ 
tween the IO million dollars it 
was permitted by the tax col­ 
lector to set aside for replace­ 
ment and the 35 millions that it 
has to find? 
Well, some of it is that 2 cents

Nikita Khrushchev’s two first dep 
uty premiers, stands out as one 
of the most able, adroit and talent­ 
ed of top-rank Soviet leaders His 
promotion back to his old rank 
shows the high value Khrushchev 
puts on his skill and experience. 
His continuance in high office 
has particular importance in the 
international sphere. Though he 
cannot be called a friend of the 
West by any stretch of the imag 
Ination, Mikoyan probably takes a 
more 
realistic 
attitude 
toward 
dealing with the West than any 
other mar of weight in Soviet pol­ 
icy circles. 
Mikoyan’s position in the Krem­ 
lin is unique on a number of 
counts: 
1. As an Armenian he is one of 
only two non-Slavs in the top 
strata.

2. Micryan is one of only four 
Old Bo.sheviks — party members 
before 1917 — in the ranks of the 
Communist party’s ruling Presid 
ium.

4. Mikoyan is one of the most 
outspoken of Soviet leaders. His

On a spring day in 1947, among 
the barren Judean 
foothills that I 
rise above the northwest shore of 
the Dead Sea, a goat in search of 
greener pastures precipitated t h e ! 
most significant religious discovery 
in recent history. As the Bedouin | 
*hepherd pursued the animal, he 
•tumbled on a hidden cave. For 
Biblical scholars, the cave contain- j 
cd green pastures indeed: the first 
of the 
now 
famous 
Dead 
Sea 
Scrolls. 
The shepherds who had hoped for 
treasures were disappointed to find 
eight crumbling manuscripts wrap- j 
ped in linen and stored in large 
jars. F'or many months the shep- 
herds wandered in the wilderness, 
then on one of their visits to Beth­ 
lehem on a market day, they de­ 
cided to try to sell them. In one of 
the side streets of Bethlehem was 
a small general store and cobbler’s 
shop run by a man known as Ban­ 
do. It was not until several days 
after he bought the scrolls, think­ 
ing their leather might come in 
handy in the cobbler trade, that he 
examined the strange writing on 
the material. It was meaningless 
to him, but he began to sense that 
perhaps they were of some real 
value. On his next trip to Jerusa­ 
lem he showed them to the metro­ 
politan at the Syrian Convent of 
St. Mark, who took them to the 
various scholastic institutions of 
Jerusalem. The news leaked out of 
the existence of the ancient manu­ 
scripts. 
Who wrote them and when, that 
was the big question. 
Scholars identified 
among the 
manuscripts a full text of Isaiah, 
a commentary on the book of Ila-

The manuscripts apparently dated 
back to the Second or Third cen­ 
tury and antedated the oldest exist­ 
ing Hebrew Biblical manuscript. 
The age of the scrolls fixed, the 
scholars turned to their origin. Af 
tor searching the ruins they found 
evidence that these caves had been 
the habitation of an ancient Jewish 
sect called Essenes, one of a three 
major religious bodies within an­ 
cient Judaism (the others: th e 
Pharisees and the S a d d u cees, 
therefore these manuscripts were 
once part of an Essene library and 
were all Essene writings. 
The most startling disclosure of 
the Essene documents so far pub­ 
lished is that the sect possessed, 
years before Christ, a terminology 
and practice that 
have 
always 
been considered uniquely Christian. 
The Essenes practices baptism and 
shared a liturgical repast oi bread 
and wine, presided over by a priest. 
They believed in 
a 
redemption 
and in the immortality rn the soul. 
The most important leader was a 
mysterious figure called the Teach­ 
er of Righteousness, a Messianic 
prophet-pnest blessed with divine 
revelation, persecuted and perhaps 
eventually martyred. 
Current reports from Jerusalem 
tell of an important discovery that 
is still top secret, pending full eval­ 
uation.

had pronounced 
holes

heart, or at least contained much 
rotten wood. 
With the decreased amount of 
timber, and more borers and other 
insects to work on the trees, it is 
little wonder that so many of them x 
have failed to withstand the on­ 
slaught and now- show decay. 


Recently while driving on Route 
38 north of Bloomingburg, I looked 
back at the V’esey Cemetery on 
' White Oak Ridge” a quarter of a 
mile east of the highway at the 
Arthur H. Finley farm, and recall­ 
ed the forest that formerly extend­ 
ed back for a half mile and which 
contained huge white oak t r e e s 
which produced perfect lumber. 


I recall that some of t h e s e 


trees were fully five feet in di­ 
ameter, and the entire forest con 
tained big trees of various kinds, 
including burr oak, hickory, elm, 
ash, red oak, red (or slippery) 
elm, and a few others. 


At that time the woods was full 
of gray squirrels with a sprinkling 
of fox squirrels, and it was not long 
until the fox squirrels had literally 
killed off the gray 
squirrels 
as 
they seem to have done throughout 
!this area
